Coroner in 
call for GP 
equipment 



William Crockett 


THE sudden death of a Stourbridge 
man two weeks after he slipped on 
steps at work has prompted a coroner 
to call for all doctors to carry equip¬ 
ment which could have helped save 
him. 

It is believed a pulse oximeter 
would have given vital clues that 53- 
year-old William Crockett, of Stour¬ 
bridge, was suffering from a huge 
blood clot. He collapsed at home 20 
minutes after being seen by an out-of¬ 
hours doctor and died soon after. 

Two weeks earlier the father-of-two 
had fallen down steel outdoor steps in 
the rain at Brooks Forgings, Lye, 
where he worked as a sales adminis¬ 
trator. He suffered a torn achilles 
tendon and had an operation at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

A jury inquest at Smethwick 
Council House recorded a verdict of 
accidental death last week. 

As the law stands doctors are not 
required to carry a pulse oximeter. 

Antibiotics 

But Deputy Black Country Coroner 
Dr Andrew Thompson said he would 
write to the Department of Health 
and the Royal College of GPs, advis¬ 
ing them that all GPs should have a 
pulse oximeter, which measures 
oxygen in someone’s blood. 

Dr Perumal Anandakumar visited 
Mr Crockett at his Sandon Road 
home about 2.30am on October 23, 
2009 after his wife Susan, called NHS 
Direct when he became short of 
breath. He was pescribed antibiotics. 

The pulse oximeter would have 
shown Mr Crockett had low levels of 
oxygen and would have led to him 
being sent to hospital straight away, 
said Dr Omer Khair, an expert in res¬ 
piratory problems. 

The post mortem report said Mr 
Crockett died of a pulmonary 
embolism. 

Evacuation after 
two fires at flats 

AROUND 20 residents were evacu¬ 
ated after two separate fires broke 
out at flats in the Dudley borough. 

Firefighters forced entry into two 
flats in Chapel Street, Lye last 
Friday after a blaze in a corridor — but 
they were both empty. About 15 
nearby residents were evacuated. 


Jailed Cuddles brothel owner challenges 
legal move to strip him of £2m fortune 


Sandwich 
new option 
for pupils 


A BLACK Country brothel owner who was 
jailed for failing to hand over £2 million in pro¬ 
ceeds is fighting from behind bars to stop pros¬ 
ecutors selling off his property. 

Lawyers representing Dudley man Carl Pritchett, 
aged 57, who was originally jailed for two years, 
moved to block the authorities from clawing back 
some of the ill-gotten cash in court. 

Pritchett was jailed for running Cuddles Massage 
Parlour in Hagley Road, Bearwood, but that was 
later increased to seven years after he failed to hand 
over the millions he made from his illegal operation. 

At Stoke Crown Court last week, prosecutor Miss 
Emma Cutts asked Judge Michael Dudley to 
appoint a receiver to start selling off Pritchett’s 
estate, which includes three properties. 

She told the judge: “There is a confiscation order 
for £2m still outstanding. The receiver will realise 
the maximum amount from these properties to go

towards the order.” Defending, Mr Jonathan Barker 
said: “Mr Pritchett does not consent to the appoint¬ 
ment of a receiver. He has been contacted by a gen¬ 


tlemen who is interested in buying the properties 
and he would like to investigate this further.” 

Mr Barker added that Pritchett, who was not in 
court, is trying to recover £800,000 of his money 
which was in the hands of an accountant who has 
declared himself bankrupt. 

Judge Dudley adjourned the case until next month 
and ordered that Pritchett should attend the next 
hearing. 

Sex workers 

Pritchett, of The Parade, Dudley, was initially 
jailed in 2006 following a raid on the brothel in 2005 
when police found 19 foreign women had been 
employed as sex workers. 

Papers found at the brothel showed it had an 
average of 490 clients a week, bringing in £6m profit 
from 1999 to 2005, although this estimate was later 
reduced to £3.5m. 



CHILDREN in Sandwell who pay 
for school dinners could now enjoy 
packed lunches following a pilot 
project in the borough.

FRESH BLOW ON 
COUNCIL JOBS 


M ORE than 50 workers at 
Dudley Council face compul¬ 
sory redundancy as part of 
job cuts announced to save cash, it 
has been announced. 

The posts will largely come from the 
children’s services, adult social care and 
housing departments at the authority. 

A total of 427 jobs, including the 52 compulsory 
redundancies, are set to go at the local authority 
over the next financial year under council plans to 
axe 800 posts by March 2014. 

The authority needs to save £22 million between 
April this year and March 2012. 

Playgroups 

Councillor Les Jones, the new leader of Dudley 
Council, said last week it was still hoped to cut the 
final number that would be forced to go, adding: 
“We are continuing to work extremely hard to 
reduce this number through redeployment and 
voluntary redundancy. 

“We will have a clearer idea on numbers of staff 
by the middle of July.” 

Among the 427 jobs going will be 12 teacher 
posts and 101 children’s worker post,s including 
staff at children’s centres and playgroups. 

A total of 1,128 requests for voluntary redun¬ 
dancy were lodged by February but 535 were 
turned down on the basis that the council cannot 
lose the posts. 

Up to £6m has been set aside to cover the cost of 
paying off workers over the next financial year.

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MP hits 
at falling 
academic 
standard 

TOO many pupils are 
being encouraged to 
take up vocational 
subjects to boost 
school league table 
rankings, an MP has 
claimed. 

Margot James called 
for longer school hours 
and attacked what she 
described as an “obses¬ 
sion” with league tables 
during a parliamentary 
debate on performance in 
education. 

The Stourbridge MP 
said far more effort was 
being applied to help 
struggling pupils than 
stretching the more aca¬ 
demically gifted. 

She warned with a 
growing number of 
pupils choosing voca¬ 
tional BTEC courses, the 
number studying for aca¬ 
demic qualifications was 
falling. 

In Stourbridge, she 
said, just 25 per cent of 
students now take 
history at GCSE level, 
and fewer than 20 per 
cent take geography. 

“I do not believe that 
only 25 per cent of chil¬ 
dren in my constituency 
are academically-gifted 
enough to be challenged 
intellectually and be can¬ 
didates for top univer¬ 
sities,” Miss James said. 

She saidtoo many stu¬ 
dents were being encour¬ 
aged to sign up for the 
“wrong reasons”. 


Heartbreak dad dies 
suddenly at age of 44 


A DUDLEY father dogged by 
tragedy over the last three 
decades — losing two tiny 
children through illness and 
a brother who was stabbed to 
death - has died suddenly 
from a heart attack. 

Scooter fan Richard Parke, 
aged 44, had lived through 
the heartache of losing his 
baby son Richard at one-day- 
old in 1989 and 18-month-old 
daughter Jaymie-Leigh in 
2001. 

He also lost his older 
brother Brian who was killed 
in 1987, then aged 23. 

Richard died on April 21 at 
Russells Hall Hospital after 
he suffered a heart attack at 
his flat in Middlepark Road,

Russells Hall. “The 
heartache he had to deal 
with was massive - to have 
buried two children and lose 
your brother is bad enough 
and then, on top of that, our 
mother, Margaret, died only 


three years ago, aged 63,” 
said his other brother, Rob, 
aged 46, of Bromley, Pen- 
snett. 

Richard who was divorced 
eight years ago, leaves five 
other children, aged 18 to 24. 

At least 50 scooters fol¬ 
lowed his funeral procession 
last week from his family 
home in Cochrane Road, 
Holly Hall, Dudley.. 

The funeral cortege 
stopped at a betting shop in 
Stourbridge Road to place a 
horse racing bet, with win¬ 
nings going to Climb, for chil¬ 
dren with inherited 
metabolic diseases. 

The service was held at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium. 


hotspot 18 One-stop shop to 

cardscam lead dementia care 


SANDWELL has been 
identified as a hotspot for 
conmen selling bogus 
top-up cards for prepaid 
electricity meters, with 
more than 1,600 crimes 
in less than a year. 

Electricity customers 
nationally have given £7 
million to criminals 
selling bogus cards. 

Victims are then faced 
with a double bill, 
because they still have to 
pay the electricity 
company. Sandwell and 
Wolverhampton have 
been named in a top 20 
list of hotspots nation¬ 
wide released by watch¬ 
dog Energy UK. 


ANEW “one-stop shop” which will over¬ 
haul dementia care services in Dudley 
is to be launched it has been announced. 

The condition affects almost 4,000 people 
in the borough. 

The changes will mean sufferers will get 
their needs met by a team of professionals 
recruited from the health, social care and 
voluntary sector through one point of access. 

The new service will also link people with 
dementia to advice and information services. 
Advice will be available on areas such as 
respite services, carers support and short 
break services. 

Dementia advisers and specialist care 
staff will offer care at home and palliative 
care will also be made more readily avail¬ 
able. The new services will be based in three 
day centres in the borough. Councillor Lesley 
Faulkner, cabinet member for adult and 


community services, said: “In Dudley in 2010 
there were 3,797 people with dementia and 
this figure is predicted to rise to 6,499 in 
2030. 

“As outlined in the dementia strategy the 
council is looking to develop three dementia 
hubs in Roseville, Brett Young and Brettell 
Lane Day Centres. 

Allocated 

“The council will be working with our part¬ 
ners in health to develop the hubs over the 
next 12 months with funding allocated from 
this year’s adult social care budget.” 

In Dudley council chiefs say they are “com¬ 
mitted” to encouraging and supporting older 
people to access services within their local 
communities to help them maintain confi¬ 
dence and independence, moving away from 
the traditional building based social serv¬ 
ices. 


Headstone topple tests 
to ensure plots are safe 


MORE “topple tests” are being carried 
out on headstones at Dudley’s seven 
cemeteries to ensure graves are safe to 
visit. 

Headstones at Gornal Wood, Stourbridge 
and Dudley cemeteries are being tested by 
hand. 

The tests are being carried out to see if 
they are stable before workers move onto 
other sites in the borough. So far almost 
1,800 have already been shored up using a 
ground anchor. The checks were first 
launched in 2007 on larger memorials in 
response to Government guidelines. 


The costs of the headstone repairs will be 
met by the council. 

Councillor David Stanley, cabinet 
member for environment and culture, said: 
“This work is being carried out very sensi¬ 
tively and our staff are always available to 
speak to families directly should they wish 
to discuss this work. 

“We hope people will bear with us until 
all the vital checks are complete. 

“The rolling inspections programme has 
been ongoing since 2007 and the checks are 
carried out using the hand push test, as rec¬ 
ommended by the Ministry of Justice. 

The staff are trained to apply appropriate 
pressure to the apex of the 
memorial to carry out to the 
hand push test. 

“We have so far carried 
out around 4,500 inspec¬ 
tions on large memorials at 
all seven cemeteries and 
around 4,000 checks on 
lawn headstone memorials 
at Gornal Wood, Stour¬ 
bridge and half of Dudley 
Cemetery. 

“As the lawn headstone 
checks continue, we will 
complete work at Dudley 
before moving on to Cradley, 
Lye and Wollescote, Brierley 
Hill and Halesowen, which 
have a total of around 3,500 
lawn memorials. 

Slab 

“Any memorial found to 
be unstable is made safe in 
accordance with national 
industry standards, which 
involves the introduction of 
a new base slab and instal¬ 
lation of a ground anchor 
through the base of the 
memorial to ensure its long¬ 
term safety. 

“So far, around 900 of the 
4,500 larger memorials 
were made safe and approx¬ 
imately 1,800 of the 4,000 
lawn memorials were made 
safe.”

Threat to hospital trust jobs 
comes as ‘complete shock’ 


UNION officials have said that 
the announcement jobs were 
being axed at Dudley’s hospital 
trust had come as a “complete 
shock”. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust says it needs to cut 
the payroll to help make £12million 
savings this year. 

The trust says most reductions will 
come from people resigning or retiring 
but redundancies could be made in 
“back office” roles. 

Unison regional organiser Tracy 
Wood said: “We are really disap¬ 
pointed to hear about this. 

‘We have been actively discussing 
with the trust ways it can save money 
without it having an impact on jobs. So 
to hear some positions are at risk has 


come as a complete shock.” The trust 
runs Russells Hall and Guest hospi¬ 
tals, Dudley, and Corbett, Stour¬ 
bridge. Trust chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “Nationally there is a 
requirement to deliver savings of £15- 
20billion in the NHS over the next 
three to four years. 

“We are doing everything we can to 
make our savings through non-pay 
budgets, but with such big savings to 
make it is unlikely we will be able to 
make all the savings this way. 

Operations 

“We will be looking to reduce our 
headcount through the redesign of our 
services and we are planning for this 
to happen through natural turnover 
which we believe is possible. 

“Indeed, making cuts to our front¬ 


line clinical staffing will be an 
absolute last resort,” she said. 

“We are, however, reviewing our 
back office functions, which has thus 
far resulted in a number of staff being 
put ‘at risk’. We endeavour to redeploy 
at risk staff into vacancies within the 
organisation or within other regional 
NHS organisations. Redundancy can 
be considered if no suitable alterna¬ 
tive posts are available.” 

The trust, employing more than 
3,257 full-time equivalent staff, says it 
needs to save £12million each year for 
three to four years. The number of at- 
risk staff was not revealed. 

Bosses hope cash can be saved by 
cutting time patients spend in hospi¬ 
tal when having operations and by 
reviewing equipment and clinical sup¬ 
plies contracts. 


Bailiffs told 
to act soon 


TWO areas of Tipton are to 
be targeted by bailiffs 
brought in by Sandwell 
Council to seize stray 
horses. The council has 
identified the piece of land 
where horses are still being 
left to roam. 

It has confirmed bailiffs 
have been informed to 
move in as soon as possible 
to remove them. 

The crackdown was 
launched earlier this year, 
after up to 60 horses were 
spotted on the streets of 
Tipton, with a group of 10 
roaming from street to 
street, destroying gardens 
and frightening residents. 

Earlier this month two 


horses were taken from 
Weddell Wynd and 
Sandwell Council has con¬ 
firmed that as they have 
not been claimed they will 
now be offered for sale. 

The council said it cannot 
reveal the location of the 
two sites now being target- 
ted, for fear owners will 
move their animals on. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, said: 
“There are two particular 
areas that have been iden¬ 
tified and we have been in 
talks with the bailiffs, 
based in the North West 
about rounding up horses 
as soon as possible. 


Wartime shells are dug 
up as site is developed 


MORE than 200 Second World War artillery shells were found buried 
under concrete at a Black Country industrial estate being cleared for 
redevelopment. 

Around 10 different types of munitions were found under an area of hard- 
standing the size of a football pitch at the Eagle Industrial Estate, Bagnall 
Street, Tipton. The cache included armour-piercing shells and practice rounds, 
ranging in size from 21b to 251bs. 

The 30-acre site is being cleared to make way for a huge rubbish treatment plant. Shells 
were not active, and were found by contractors over three months. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell Council cabinet member for safer neighbourhoods, 
said: “Specialists in explosive ordnance supervised the excavation of the shells by 

Sandwell’s demolition 
partner, Coleman & 
Company. The Army’s bomb 
disposal squad moved in to 
remove all the shells from 
the site. 

“They did not have fuses, 
which made them, rela¬ 
tively speaking, safer. 

“The munitions were an 
interesting combination of 
armour piercing shells and 
there was evidence that 
some had been fired.” 

It was thought the site 
may have been a munitions 
hub but it found to be a 
breaker’s yard. 

Research 

Christina Wallace, 
council assistant team 
structural engineer, said 
most munitions were 
armour piercing shells 
measuring 5.25 inches in 
diameter and weighing 
more than 251b. 

“We have done some 
research and found that 
Second World War tanks 
and Spitfires were taken to 
the site — home of the former 
Cashmore’s scrapyard - to 
be broken up.” 

Bomb disposal experts 
and police went to the site 
on December 8. More muni¬ 
tions were found later, with 
the final tally revealed last 
week.

The Future Education 
Trust wants to open the facil¬ 
ity either in Cradley or Hale¬ 
sowen for youngsters who 
are living in the area. 

Free Schools are inde¬ 
pendent from local authority 
control but are state-funded 
and can set parts of their 
own curriculum. They differ 
from academies - which are 
also self governing - in that 
they can be set up by groups 
of parents, teachers, chari¬ 
ties, trusts, religious and vol¬ 
untary groups. 

Freedom 

Documents for the school 
have to be submitted by June 
1 to the Department of Edu¬ 
cation which would decide 
whether to fund it and a con¬ 
sultation meeting has been 
held at Cradley Liberal Club 
over the proposals. 

Future Education Trust 
director Mustafa Erol, aged 
37, is leading the campaign 
to open the school. 

The father-of-two has been 
a teacher in the past and is 
currently studying for a Phd 
in Education from Kings 
College, London. “The school 
needs to highlight that this 
is not a response to the local 
authority or the education 
system,” he said. 

He added some teachers 
wanted more freedom to set 
their own curriculum while 
parents also wanted more 
involvement in their chil¬ 
dren’s education. 

Warning on 
knotweed 
policy risk 

A SURVEYORS’ organisation 
has issued a warning to house- 
buyers in Dudley to be on the 
look-out for Japanese 
knotweed. 

The Chronicle recently 
reported how 72-year-old Joe 
Halford was being plagued by 
14ft-tall bamboo-like weeds at 
his new property in Brierley 
HiU. 

Dudley Council said that as 
the knotweed was still in its 
growing phase any treatment 
wouldn’t be effective. But the 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) has said 
prompt action is called for 
from a reputable contractor. 

Stephen Morgan, West Mid¬ 
lands spokesperson for the 
RICS, said not reporting the 
knotweed could potentially 
result in mortgage or insur¬ 
ance covers being withdrawn.

Lye-based site owners Folkes Holdings Limited applied to relax rules on noise at the 
site to allow loading at the front of the Corngreaves Road unit for its prospective tenant 
from 7am-llpm Monday to Friday and 7am to midnight on Saturdays. 

Bosses had said they needed permission to load and deliver concert sets after 6pm, 

because the work takes con¬ 
siderable time as sets need 
to be transported complete. 

After seven letters of 
objection from residents and 
concerns raised from ward 
Councillor Liz Bowler, plan¬ 
ning chiefs decided to grant 
a change in hours but 
restricted any external 
work to 7am-7pm Monday 
to Fridays and from 7am- 
lpm on Saturdays. Changes 
in rules on noise levels were 
refused. 

But Chris Cronin, head of 
Total Solutions Group, said 
the compromise granted by 
planning chiefs meant the 
move to Sandwell was “far 
from a done deal”.

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Police cuts will 
see dozens go 

A CULL of experienced police officers in the 
West Midlands will see dozens of bobbies in 
one area alone forced out. 

About 50 Sandwell officers have to retire over the 
next three years under a controversial cost-saving 
scheme, the head of the borough’s officers revealed. 
West Midlands Police Authority is forcing those with 
30 years’ service to retire under a regulation known 
as A19. Hundreds of officers are leaving under plans 
to save £120 million over the coming years. 

News came as it was revealed tens of thousands of 
officers fear crime levels will soar as the Govern¬ 
ment cuts budgets by 20 per cent. 

Superintendents 

The public will get a poorer service as morale 
plunges among forces in the wake of the cuts, a 
survey of 42,000 officers in England and Wales 
found. Figures obtained by The Chronicle’s sister 
paper, the Express & Star, show three chief superin¬ 
tendents, 31 sergeants and 121 constables left West 
Midlands Police by the end of March. 

Some were angry at being asked to return to the 
force to work for free as special constables.

Former Holmes actor 
Hardwicke dies at 78 


FORMER Sherlock Holmes 
actor Edward Hardwicke — 
whose family hailed from the 
Black Country — has died at 
the age of 78. 

Mr Hardwicke, who played Dr 
Watson in the Sherlock Holmes 
TV series in the 1980s, was the 
son of stage and screen star Sir 
Cedric Hardwicke from Lye and 
spent parts of his childhood in 
Dudley and South Staffordshire. 

He also starred in the 1970s tel¬ 
evision series Colditz as the char¬ 
acter based on the real-life war 
hero Pat Reid. 

He visited Dudley in November 
when he was the guest of honour 
at the opening of the Hardwicke 
Theatre at Thorns Community 
College in Brierley Hill. 


The theatre was named in 
memory of his father, who was 
born in Lye in 1893 and died in 
1964, and appeared in classics 
such as Richard III and King 
Solomon’s Mines. 

During his visit he spoke of his 
fondness for the area and 
revealed how he had spent a lot of 
his childhood in Kinver. 

Poirot 

He said how pleased he was at 
the launch of the theatre and 
said: “I am really thrilled and I 
know my father would have been 
too. He would have made some 
joke I am not capable of doing but 
I think it is wonderful. 

“As an actor you can’t top 
coming to a theatre which has his 
name.” 


His film career in Hollywood 
began when he was 10 when he 
appeared in the film A Guy 
Named Joe with Spencer Tracy. 
Returning to England, he was 
educated at Stowe, and did his 
National Service as a pilot officer 
in the RAF. 

Mr Hardwick Jr also appeared 
in a number of television shows 
such as Lovejoy, The Ruth 
Rendell Mysteries, David Cop- 
perfield and Agatha Christie’s 
Poirot. 

More recently he was in the TV 
show Shameless as well as the 
film Love Actually. He died on 
May 16 and is survived by his 
second wife, Prim Cotton, as well 
as by the two daughters from his 
first marriage. 


Warning 
after new

data leak 
alleged 


SANDWELL Council’s 
chief executive has 
warned workers they are 
risking the authority 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in fines as a possi¬ 
ble eighth breach of data 
protection laws in the last 
three months is investi¬ 
gated. 

Jan Britton issued the 
warning as officers look into 
a possible fresh leak. 

The news comes after it 
was revealed council staff 
had leaked details of vulner¬ 
able children seven times in 
February and March. 

Mr Britton said: “Councils, 
Sandwell included, have 
reached the point where 
‘we’ve always done it this way’ 
or ‘it was a mistake’ cease to 
be acceptable excuses. 

Damage 

“I’ve said before that data 
protection should not be 
taken lightly. Yet I’ve been 
told there may have been 
another data breach — I don’t 
know the details yet and the 
investigation could take 
several weeks. 

“The data commissioner is 
handing councils fines that 
run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds and employ¬ 
ees face legal action and 
disciplinary measures from 
their employers. Each and 
every one of these breaches 
breaks the law and every one 
had the potential to damage 
someone’s life.” 

An investigation under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act revealed the council 
breached the Data Protec¬ 
tion Act 16 times in the last 
three years. 


be saved as 
loos locked 


THE closure of public toilets in shop¬ 
ping centres across Dudley has been 
confirmed in a move council bosses 
hope will save £150,000 a year. 

Chiefs are pressing ahead with proposals 
to close toilets in small shopping centres 
across the borough. 

But they repeated their pledge conven¬ 
iences in major high streets in Dudley, 
Stourbridge, Halesowen and Brierley Hill 
would continue. The authority has, for the 
moment, refused to give details on exactly 
which toilets are in the pipeline for closure. 

It says an announcement will be made in 


due course when talks are concluded. A full 
list of closures is expected to be released by 
the council at the end of the month. 

The toilets which will close are outdated, 
often targeted by vandals and under-used, 
councillors say. 

Unlikely 

And they remain hopeful of persuading 
shops and supermarkets to open up their 
facilities to members of the public. 

Cabinet member Councillor Angus 
Adams said: “I can confirm the programme 
of toilet closures will be going ahead. 

“Final details are being worked out at the 
moment but we are still 
working towards providing 
an alternative provision for 
shoppers in those areas. 

“We are hoping supermar¬ 
kets and shops will agree for 
their toilets to be used by the 
general public. 

“In some instances vacant 
shop units could be opened 
up and their toilet facilities 
used by the public.” 

Council spokesman Phil 
Parker added: “It is unlikely 
facilities in main shopping 
areas will close. 

“We are currently finalis¬ 
ing the details in relation to 
the decision to close toilet 
blocks which was outlined 
in the budget back in 
March,” said Mr Parker. 

It comes after it emerged 
eight out of the 23 public 
conveniences provided 10 
years ago were now shut. 

Vandalism at some of the 
sites is being blamed for the 
closures.

As a result of the destruc¬ 
tion of the Wastesaver recy¬ 
cling centre, the Oxfam 
shops throughout Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country 
have been hit. 

The charity is appealing 
to people to help overcome 
the loss by donating any 
unwanted clothing, shoes 
and accessories. 


Lisa McGorrigan, shop 
manager at the Oxfam shop 
in the High Street, Har- 
borne, said: “This is the 
biggest single loss of dona¬ 
tions Oxfam has ever suf¬ 
fered, so we really need 
everyone in Birmingham 
and the Black Country to 
dig through their cupboards 
and wardrobes for any 
unwanted clothes or acces¬ 
sories they might be able to 
spare to help us.” 

The fire wiped out the 
clothing stock held for 
Oxfam’s popular pop festi¬ 
vals shop, which last year 
raised £250,000. This year 
they are due at Leeds, Glas¬ 
tonbury and Bestival.

1.2pc rise 

HOUSE prices rose by 
1.2 per cent during 
March as the property 
market remained 
volatile, recent figures 
show. 

The increase left the 
average home costing 
£205,565 - slightly lower 
than it started the year - 
after prices fell by 1.4 per 
cent in January and 
remained unchanged in 
February, according to 
data released by the 
Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Govern¬ 
ment (CLG) last week. 

The current pattern of 
house prices rising in 
some months and falling 
in others is typical of a 
market that is trading 
sideways, with low trans¬ 
action volumes. 

Growth 

The quarter-on- 

quarter change, which is 
often seen as a smoother 
indicator of market 
trends, showed property 
prices falling by 0.5 per 
cent during the three 
months to the end of 
March, compared with a 
0.4 per cent drop during 
the three months to the 
end of December. 

Annual house price 
growth remained in posi¬ 
tive territory, with prop¬ 
erty values 0.9 per cent 
higher than they had 
been in March 2010. 

The number of mort¬ 
gages approved for house 
purchase has been 
showing signs of increas¬ 
ing as buyers slowly 
return to the market. 

But numbers remain 
significantly below the 
70,000 to 80,000 
approvals a month that 
are considered consistent 
with stable house prices, 
as banks continue to 
apply strict lending crite¬ 
ria.

A NEW book charting the life of 
the legendary Tipton Slasher 
has been launched. 

Perry Beauchamp, who lives in 
Oldbury, has spent 25 years penning 
the book about the bare-knuckle fighter 
William Perry. 

Mr Beauchamp says the book, called 
The Story Behind The Statue, will 
cause controversy as it discusses the 
notorious removal of his remains from 
St John’s Church, Kate’s Hill, Dudley, 
to Tipton. The claims have so far been 
widely regarded as unfounded. 

Father-of-two Mr Beauchamp, aged 
58, of Temple Way, Tividale, described 
the book as a “labour of love”. 

He said: “It is 25 years of hard work 
collecting newspaper cuttings and 
information. 

“My interest started from boyhood. I 
loved the way he managed to rise from 
poverty to be a success. 

“The information has come from 
information I have collected and people 
I have spoken to.” 

Thumbprint 

Mr Beauchamp has had 1,000 copies 
of the book produced, priced £12.99 
with the help of sponsors and will be 
signing them in a unique way - with a 
thumbprint — as he suffers from 
Parkinson’s Disease. 

It was launched at The Old Hop Pole, 
High Street, Carters Green, West 
Bromwich. 

The Tipton Slasher was the town’s 
legendary bare-knuckle boxer who 
claimed the heavyweight boxing cham¬ 
pionship of England twice, in 1850 and 
in 1856. 

He died in Wolverhampton, aged 62. 

A statue stands in Tipton to honour 
his memory, yards away from the Foun¬ 
tain Inn which was once his base. 

He regularly fought fellow boatmen 
on the many local canals in order to be 
first through the lockgates before he 
was finally defeated by Tom Sayers in 
1857. 

A book signing will take place this 
month. Details are yet to be confirmed.

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Mum’s fashion tribute 
to tragic baby Alex 

A MOTHER from Stourbridge whose 
son was diagnosed with a rare, termi¬ 
nal genetic disease has spoken of how 
the devastating news rocked her 
family, as she announced she is 
holding a fundraising fashion show in 
his memory. 

When Alex Wells was diagnosed with 
Leigh’s Disease shortly after his birth his 
family were told he had just months to live. 
Doctors also warned other relatives could 
develop the same condition. 

Alex died last September, aged seven 
months and seven days, from the incurable 
metabolic disorder. 

The disease affects the body’s cells 
leading to deterioration and eventually 
death. It usually affects infants aged three 
months to two years but, in some cases, 
teenagers and adults can also succumb. 

Ann Wells, aged 38, of Hodge Hill 
Avenue, Wollescote, was told husband 
Andrew, 40, and two-year-old daughter 
Catherine were at risk as well. 

Touched 

“I was walking round crying non-stop,” 
said Mrs Wells. “My life was turned upside 
down.” 

Alex appeared healthy when born at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital in Febru¬ 
ary last year. 

But Mrs Wells noticed signs he was not 
feeding well and he was later diagnosed 
with the disease, his condition deteriorat¬ 
ing alarmingly. 

“Over time he lost the ability to move his 
eyes, he couldn’t cry and couldn’t really 
move,” said Mrs Wells. “But everybody who 
saw him loved him and he touched every¬ 
one’s hearts.” 

Experts at Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital found the condition appeared to have 
resulted from a genetic mutation at the 
time Alex was conceived and other family 
members were unlikely to develop it. 

A fellow parent at Hob Green Children’s 
Centre in Stourbridge, Anne Davies, sug¬ 
gested a ladies’ fashion show to raise 
money for Climb, a charity for children 
living with inherited metabolic disorders.

A SERVICE for 300 deaf children 
across Sandwell has been slashed 
despite claims funds would be safe. 

The National Deaf Children’s Society 
(NDCS) is furious that Sandwell Council 
has axed the post of an “essential” special¬ 
ist teacher for the deaf. But the council 
said they have been forced to make the 
decision to overcome a lack of Government 
funding. 

The NDCS, who broke the news as part 
of their Save Services for Deaf Children 
Campaign, claimed that Sandwell Council 
did not consult the parents on the cuts and 
had resisted disclosing information. 

Susan Daniels OBE, chief executive of 
NDCS, said: “We are appalled at these 
cuts, the support being taken away is not 
just an optional extra, it is absolutely 
crucial for deaf children’s learning and 
development. Getting information has 
been extremely difficult and we are calling 
on the Secretary of State to launch an 
investigation to explain why frontline 
services are being cut from a budget he 
said would be protected.” 

Cabinet member for children and fami¬ 
lies Councillor Bob Badham said: “We have 
been forced to make cuts across the board 
because of the squeeze on our funding by 
the Government. We are committed to pro¬ 
tecting the frontline but we have to 
balance competing interests and accept 
the reality of the financial situation. 

“Sandwell Council continues to main¬ 
tain a team of specialist teachers to 
support deaf children in schools and other 
settings but we have cut one specialist 
teacher post because we judged it to be the 
least damaging thing to do. We have been 
transparent over our decisions and have 
repeatedly provided the NDCS with infor¬ 
mation when it has been asked for."

Cheating trader is 
told to pay £48,000 


A BLACK COUNTRY car trader 
who pocketed almost £48,000 in 
fraudulent benefits over an 11- 
year period has been ordered to 
pay back every penny. 

The ruling was made at a Proceeds of 
Crime Act hearing. 

David Evans, aged 58, of Tipton 
Road, Dudley, is currently serving a 
12-month prison sentence. 

He took part in what Judge Michael 
Challinor called a “cynical, sophisti¬ 
cated, deliberate, consistent and well- 
concealed” con run with partner Emma 
Crumpton, 35. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Friday Judge Nicholas Webb told 
Evans that he must pay the full 
£47,991.18 claimed by May 21 next 
year. 

If he does not, the judge warned, he 
will face 15 months in prison in 
default. 


When Evans was sentenced in Feb¬ 
ruary the court was told the couple had 
claimed a total of more than £120,000 
in benefits while running two car busi¬ 
nesses. 

The pair had started up companies 
Castle Motors and Ex-Lease Cars in 
July 1997, despite starting to claim 
incapacity benefit in 1994. 

Housing 

Evans had pleaded guilty to one 
charge relating to incapacity benefit, 
claiming £47,991 between July 1997 
and January 2009. 

Crumpton, who claimed £74,995 in 
benefits she should not have had, had 
pleaded guilty to two charges of fraud 
by false representation when claiming 
housing and council tax benefit. 

She also admitted one charge of 
cheating the public purse by claiming 
incapacity benefit while running her 
own firm.

Asda jobs in Netto transformation 


SIXTEEN new jobs will be created when a 
Dudley supermarket is given a £500,000 
revamp to convert it into an Asda it has 
been announced. 

The Netto store on the High Street will 
become one of the first in the country to 
make the switch after Asda completed its 
deal to take over the firm. Bosses 
announced last week that the store will 


close on June 4 to undergo conversion 
works. It is expected to re-open two weeks 
later on June 20. As well as the new jobs 
being created all of the existing Netto staff 
will transfer to the new store after under¬ 
going a week-long training programme. 

Rebecca Passmore, Asda area manager 
for the West Midlands, said: “Despite being 
a small Asda supermarket we think cus¬ 


tomers are going to be delighted with the 
new store.” 

The new supermarket will have features 
including PayPoint and cash machines. It 
will stock around four times the number of 
items previously sold at Netto. 

The new Asda Supermarket in Dudley 
will be open from 8am - 8pm Monday to 
Saturday and 10am — 4pm on Sunday.

Tesco steel skeleton 
rapidly taking shape 


A £27 MILLION Black Country Tesco 
superstore is rapidly taking shape 
with work on the building’s metal 
frame now nearly complete. 

Construction of the store at Burnt Tree 
Island, on the Dudley-Sandwell border, 
started in March. 

Construction firm Bowmer and Kirkland 
today said the development is proceeding 
well. The metal frame for the new building 
is now 70 per cent complete and is due to be 
finished later this month. Work has also 
started on the all-important sales floor 
with the concrete already laid. 

The floor has also been partially tiled 
although this part of the project is not due 


for completion until later in the year. 
Developers say the sales area will be on the 
first floor of the building while the lower 
floor will be used for car parking. 

Work will move to the front of the build¬ 
ing early next month when the timber 
cladding and glass entrance is put in place. 

Progress 

Construction of the roof is also underway 
with around half of it sealed. 

Site manager Phil Gibbs said: “Progress 
is being made on the development. 

“The framework is now nearly finished 
and we have started work on other parts of 
the site. It is a very exciting project.” 

The store is expected to be completed by 


the end of the year and Tesco bosses hope it 
will be trading in time for Christmas. 

Work to clear the site of debris was fin¬ 
ished in March following demolition of the 
old store, including its landmark clock 
tower, in January. 

Old mine shafts around the site also had 
to be filled in before construction could 
start. The original supermarket was built 
in 1992 on the site of the former Ewarts 
factory. 

A temporary store with 120 staff has 
opened on the site while the new supermar¬ 
ket is being built. 

The remaining 300 workers have been 
transferred to other branches during build¬ 
ing work.

Pupils’ behaviour is 
rated good by Ofsted 


THE behaviour of school 
pupils in Dudley is improving, 
the borough’s latest Ofsted 
rating reveals. 

Government figures published 
last week show how many 
primary, secondary and special 
schools were rated as outstand¬ 
ing, good, satisfactory or inade¬ 
quate for pupils’ behaviour during 
2010. 

Nationally 1,764 schools, or 
eight per cent, were rated satisfac¬ 
tory or inadequate for behaviour 


out of 21,347. In Dudley, it was 
90.7 per cent - up from 87.3 per 
cent the year before. 

Dudley Council’s education 
chief Councillor Liz Walker said 
she was pleased with the improve¬ 
ment. 

Opportunities 

“It shows that our schools in 
Dudley have risen to the chal¬ 
lenge. It is not easy when the 
minority want to misbehave as it 
can cause disruption for many but 
I think young people are begin¬ 


ning to understand that school is 
important if they want life oppor¬ 
tunities,” she said. 

In Wolverhampton, 93.1 per 
cent of schools were rated good or 
outstanding for behaviour in 
2010 - slightly down from 95.2 per 
cent in 2009. 

However, the city’s pupils fared 
well against other councils in the 
West Midlands, finishing joint top 
alongside Herefordshire. Well- 
behaved pupils in Sandwell 
helped it jump slightly to 91.5 per 
cent, up from 90.7 in 2009.

TWO shoplifters who stole hundreds 
of pounds worth of clothes on a 
thieving spree at Dudley’s Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre were acting 
out of “pure greed”, a court heard. 

District judge Graham Wilkinson told 
Dudley Magistrates Court last week that 

19- year-old Simone Cunningham and 

20- year-old Teashia Samuels, both from 
Sandwell, had not stolen the £429.99 
worth of clothes to support a drugs habit 
but had just wanted the money. 

“It was just pure greed — and that is 
something I take very seriously indeed,” 
he said. 

Cunningham, of Eagle Lane, Tipton, 
pleaded guilty to stealing £139 of goods 
from Matalan and £30 from Select. 

Meanwhile Samuels, of Dagger Lane, 
West Bromwich, pleaded guilty to the 
same charges as well as admitting to 
stealing £24.99 worth of clothes from 
Peacocks, £46 from Dorothy Perkings, 
and £21 from 202. 

Difficulties 

Samuels also pleaded guilty to breach¬ 
ing a 12-month conditional discharge 
imposed by Birmingham Magistrates in 
October after similar shoplifting 
offences. 

Cunningham was given a conditional 
discharge for two years and ordered to 
pay £85 costs. Samuels was handed a six- 
month community order, a two-month 
curfew and ordered to pay £85 costs. 

Miss Kalsoom Bashir, defending, told 
the court that both girls were facing 
money difficulties and were in severe 
debt, with Cunningham - who is study¬ 
ing business at college - reaching £1,600 
arrears on rent and bills. 

She said Samuels, who lives with her 
mother, had “no income whatsoever” and 
had not been able to complete her textiles 
course as it had been cancelled. 

District judge Wilkinson told them he 
did not accept their excuses, and added: 
“This was a nice little shoplifting expedi¬ 
tion carried out between the two of you. 

‘You may have been told, and you may 
believe, that shoplifters don’t go to 
prison. But believe me, they do. If you 
continue to steal that is exactly what will 
happen to you.”

Transfer 

On the economic front there 
has been some further encour¬ 
aging news with unemploy¬ 
ment falling by 36,000 to 2.46m 
in the three months to March — 
the lowest level since last Sep¬ 
tember - indicating that the 
government’s austerity meas¬ 
ures are not yet feeding 
through into a higher jobless 
total. 

These figures are a step in 
the right direction but the 
number of people claiming job¬ 
seeker’s allowance is likely to 
continue to rise in the short¬ 
term before coming down 
again. 

Locally this translates into 
2,628 unemployed claimants 


(claimant count data is more 
recent than unemployment 
data) in Dudley South in April 
2011, 103 lower than in April 
2010 but marginally higher 
than March 2011 (figures pro¬ 
vided by the Office for National 
Statistics). 

The latest figures also show 
that more than three times 
more private sector jobs were 
created than the fall in public 
sector jobs, helping people in 
Dudley to transfer across 
sectors. 

Overall these are welcome 
figures showing another rise in 
full-time employment in the 
private sector. 

It’s good news to see that 
unemployment is also going in 
the right direction and pleasing 
that unemployment has fallen 
for young people. 

We’re determined to tackle 
youth unemployment, which is 
why we’ve taken steps to 
ensure that young people get 
the best possible support to get 
back to work. 

From next month our new 
Work Programme will be avail¬ 
able for people of all ages who 
need extra tailored support to 
get into jobs. This will be the 
largest welfare to work pro¬ 


gramme the UK has seen since 
the 1930s - replacing the exist¬ 
ing patchwork of poorly per¬ 
forming and costly support 
with a singular programme 
which is built around the needs 
of the individual. 

The Work Programme is 
designed to support a wide 
variety of people back into sus¬ 
tained employment, including 
claimants of Jobseeker’s 
Allowance and those claiming 
Employment and Support 
Allowance. Recently the Gov¬ 
ernment announced a series of 
measures to prioritise youth 
employment. It’s time to 
reverse the trend of rising 
youth unemployment and help 
our young people get the jobs 
on which their future - and ours 
- depends. 

Barriers 

So we have announced a £60 
million commitment to get 
more vulnerable young people 
into work, a boost to appren¬ 
ticeships, and radical reforms 
to transform vocational educa¬ 
tion. These are part of a series 
of measures outlined by the 
Government to prioritise youth 
employment and tackle some of 
the long- term structural barri¬ 
ers that stop some young 
people from getting a job and 
starting their career. 

This comes as over 100 large 
companies and tens of thou¬ 
sands of small companies 
around the country have 
responded to the Government’s 
call and pledged to offer work 
experience places. 

In total the Government will 
provide funding for up to 
250,000 more apprenticeships 
over the next four years, and 
funding for 100,000 work 
placements.

Staff suspended on full pay 


TWENTY-SIX council staff 
in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire have been sus¬ 
pended on full pay, costing 
taxpayers tens of thousands 
of pounds in wages. 

The figures include one 
worker at Dudley Council who 
has been off pending an investi¬ 
gation for more than a year. 

In total 11 are suspended 
Dudley Council employees, with 


a combined salary during their 
suspension of £58,858. The 
employee who has been away 
for more than a year has health 
problems that have delayed the 
investigation. 

Spokesman Phil Parker said: 
“The reason it is full pay is 
because suspension is without 
prejudice and is not a discipli¬ 
nary act.” 

Elsewhere, 12 staff at Wolver¬ 
hampton are suspended, two at 


Walsall and one at South 
Staffordshire Council. Another 
employee at Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council is also suspended. 

The councillor in charge of 
human resources at Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council has 
demanded an overhaul of his 
own department. 

Allegations of “potential gross 
misconduct” range from bully¬ 
ing to poor time keeping. 

Councillor Milkinder Jaspal 


said: “These people need to have 
the allegations investigated and 
they should be re-instated or 
sacked.” 

Adrian Turner, for the Unison 
trade union, said: “Why should 
rate payers be paying for 
someone to sit at home?” 

Tom Rennie, the council’s 
interim director of delivery, said 
disciplinary investigations were 
carried out in a “timely manner” 
but had to be thorough.

Clearer labels 
are likely for 
EU clothing 

WEST MIDLANDS Euro MP Liz Lynne and animal 
welfare campaigners have welcomed the European 
Parliament’s support for clearer labels on clothes 
and textile products sold in the EU. 

A report backed in a vote by a large majority of 
Euro MPs calls for the use of animal-derived prod¬ 
ucts to be stated clearly on the labels. 

The Liberal Democrat, a longstanding cam¬ 
paigner against animal cruelty, said: “We need 
clearer labels so consumers can make an informed 
choice. 

“Real animal fur or leather products should be 
clearly sold as such and prevent consumers buying 
goods they might have concerns about if they knew. 

Production 

“Existing labels are not always clear. Many con¬ 
sumers are right to be concerned about animal 
welfare standards in the production of leather goods 
or in fur farms in countries like China,” she added. 

The Commission will be asked to prepare an 
assessment report by September 2013 on the feasi¬ 
bility of labelling countries of origin. 

After the vote last week between the Parliament 
and the Council, the amended report is expected to 
be adopted by the Council of Ministers from EU 
member states within the next few weeks.

Stacey’s rise from chip^ 
shop to celeb status 


C ELEBRITY mum Stacey 
Solomon says she sees more 
of her son Zachary now she is 
a TV presenter than when she did 12- 
hour shifts at a fish and chips shop.

The American DJ, 
remixer and producer for 
such as The Rolling 
Stones, Janet Jackson and 
Puff Daddy, is also the man 
behind Dizzee Rascal’s 
chart-topper Bonkers and, 


with DJ A-Trak under the 
name Duck Sauce, super- 
catchy 2010 hit Barbra 
Streisand. 

Van Helden reveals that 
the tune was almost 
named in honour of a dif¬ 
ferent middle-of-the-road 
pop icon. 

“Neil Diamond was a 
contender but just didn’t 
sound as good as Barbra 
Streisand,” said the super- 
star DJ. 

“A-Trak and I have a 
brainstorm or maybe a 
brain-quirk. 

“He spits out ideas and I 
spit out ideas, we thrown 
them up against the wall 
and see what works. We 
usually end up laughing, 
that’s kinda how it worked 


for Barbra Streisand. We 
both have wacky senses of 
humour. I thought we gotta 
say someone’s name, 
someone in music who has 
nothing to do with this. 

“After three or four shots 
we tried Barbra Streisand 
and both just started 
cracking up, so we knew 
then that would have to be 
on the track. 

“We didn’t expect the 
track to be a success. I 
mean, it was like comedy, 
so who knew that it’d be a 
success. I really never 
could have predicted that.” 

But he can predict plenty 
of action on a packed 
dancefloor at Gatecrasher 
Birmingham this Sunday. 
Tickets cost £20. 


“I am, like, is this really happening? I feel like 
that all the time.” 

Her most nerve-wracking moment 
came earlier this month when she trod 
onto the hallowed turf of Wembley 
Stadium to sing God Save The Queen 
in front of 88,000 football fans at the FA 
Cup Final between Manchester City 
and Stoke City. 

“That was really scary,” said Stacey,

I sec 
more of him now than when I worked 9 
to 9 at the chip shop.” 

Stacey won a bingo company’s 
Mum of the Year title this year. She 
has also started appearing in TV 
adverts for a famous frozen food 
company. 

The 21-year-old has left Dagen¬ 
ham but still lives in Essex and 
within 10 minutes of her old home. 

So, what’s next? “I’ve got 
another couple of Saturday 
nights on Sing If You Can and I 
am finishing the book tour, then I 
am heading into the studio to 
make my album.” 

Singing is what first got 
Stacey noticed, especially her 
versions of What A Wonderful 
World and Who Wants To Live 
Forever on The X Factor. One 
gets the sense that she’s rel¬ 
ishing a return to music. 

“The album is going to be 
chilled, late lounge, cool and 
young,” she said with enthu¬ 
siasm, adding that she 
hoped a tour would follow. 

She had books to sign and 
parted with a polite ‘thank 
you’... and a giggle.

I n 1934 a group of Northumberland 
miners hired a professor to teach an 
art appreciation evening class. 
Abandoning theory in favour of practice, 
the pitmen began to paint. 

Within a few years famous avant-garde artists 
became their friends and the work of the Ashing- 
ton pitmen was acquired for prestigious collec¬ 
tions. But they continued to work, as before, 
down the mine.

The Merchant of Venice, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre. 

Stratford-upon-Avon. 

DIRECTOR Rupert Goold’s brash and bold 
version of Shakespeare’s most controversial 
play could be renamed The Merchant of 
Vegas, relocating the tale of Shylock the Jew 
from 1500s Venice to Sin City USA. 

It is set amid the gaming tables and fruit 
machines of a casino complete with show¬ 
girls, mobsters and a hip-shaking Elvis imper¬ 
sonator. 

The purists and the traditionalists will loathe 
it. But this is vibrant, sexy, laugh-out-loud 
Shakespeare which, crucially, does not flinch 
from the cruel anti-Semitism at the heart of 
this play. 

In this glitzy production ducats change to 
dollars and Shakespeare’s lines are delivered 
with broad American accents. 

Within this radical re-imagining, which 
bares the stamp of the director who had West 
End success with the flashy and hard-hitting 
Enron, Shakespeare’s language and themes 
of racism and greed remain intact. It is not 
dumbed down but it is on an artificial high, as 
are some of the characters judging by the little

white wraps they slip each other. Patrick 
Stewart is implacable and frightening as the 
money-lender Shylock, literally demanding 
his “pound of flesh” from the merchant 
Antonio (a solemn performance by Scott 
Handy) when he fails to repay his debt. 

Here his vengeance is partly redirected rage 
after his daughter Jessica (a dowdy, bespec¬ 
tacled Caroline Martin) betrays him by running 


off with her Christian boyfriend (Daniel Perci- 
val’s wiseguy Lorenzo) and the family treasure. 
They leave dressed as Batman and Robin 
during a riotous carnival. 

Stewart delivers the “Hath not a Jew eyes?” 
speech with great power. 

It opens the audience’s eyes to his pain at 
the casual, unthinking self-righteous racism of 
Antonio and his ilk. It is insult and exclusion 


that drives Shylock’s monstrous thirst for 
revenge. 

However, the actor knight is not the star of 
this production. Susannah Fielding is stunning 
as a southern belle Portia, the woman wooed 
by Antonio’s friend Bassanio (Richard 
Riddell’s hunk with a heart), the financing of 
which caused the debt. 

The scenes in which her suitors must solve 
a riddle and choose a casket to prove their 
suitability, is presented as the TV quiz show 
Destiny. Contestants include the Prince of 
Morocco as heavyweight boxer and Mexican- 
hat wearing Prince of Arragon. 

Her Portia is no dumb blonde, akin to 
Legally Blonde’s Elle Woods as she turns into 
a lawyer (in disguise as a man) for one of the 
most famous court scenes in theatre. 

All the glittering glamour is cast aside in a 
downbeat ending. 

Fielding is spellbinding as Portia breaks 
down, tearing off her blonde wig and stum¬ 
bling out of her high heels as she realises her 
Bassanio loves Antonio more. 

The Merchant of Venice is in the RSC’s 
repertoire at Stratford until September 24.

Panoramic vistas opening up for Citroen drivers 



Insurance is a rea¬

It acquits itself 


DRAMATIC design, scorching 
performance and hi-tech features 
can all help sell a car but some¬ 
times the homelier qualities of 
comfort and economy can be just 
as persuasive. 

While the motoring press loves to focus on 
a car’s handling and roadholding abilities,

the fact remains that many drivers, espe¬ 
cially in these recessionary times, are more 
interested in how much they are going to 
have to fork out each month to run it. 

And for this group of motorists, it may well 
be worth taking a look at Citroen’s C3 
Airdream+. 

It’s a five-door 
supermini 


with an economical 1.6 litre diesel under the 
bonnet and a surprisingly high level of 
comfort features. 

The French car has friendly, curvy looks 
and despite its relatively compact dimen¬ 
sions, boasts a spacious cabin and class¬ 
leading boot of 300 litres. 

The car’s designers were told to concen¬ 
trate on quality and comfort and came up 
with a stylish, sophisticated interior. 

This mid-range model also offers out¬ 
standingly low running costs thanks to its 
low carbon dioxide emissions of 99g/km, 
meaning owners will never have to pay 
vehicle excise duty again - unless the gov¬ 
ernment changes the tax goalposts again, of 
course. 

The C3’s benefit in kind rating of 13 per 
cent is attractively low, while the car is 
capable of returning up to 
on the combined 


respectably on the road but is set up for 
comfort rather than performance-though a 
0-60mph time of just over 11 seconds is not 
to be sniffed at. 

Ride comfort is generally good but the car 
does tend to roll through corners when 
pushed. 

Despite its solid eco credentials and low 
running costs, the C3 does have an ace up 
its sleeve in the form of its “Zenith” 
panoramic window. 

This is a huge piece of glass which 
stretches from the bonnet half way back 
across the car’s roof. 

And the really clever bit is Citroen has 
slotted the sun visors onto a movable ceiling 
which can be slid back to reveal the 
panoramic roof in all its glory. 

It all makes for a superbly airy feeling to 
the cabin, with excellent levels of visibility 
thanks to the slim A-pillars, though with all 
that glass the car can get quite hot in sunny 
weather. Citroen has thought about this and 
has progressively tinted the top 10 inches of 
glass but you’ll still be needing the aircon in 
summer. 

The Airdream+ is based on VTR+ specifi¬ 
cations and aims to show that economical 
motoring does not mean having to forego 
creature comforts. 

The are plenty of standard features such 
as Bluetooth and MP3 connectivity. 

There’s no alarm as standard on this C3, 
however, and ESP is an optional extra which

probably explains why it has a four, rather 
than five-star safety rating. 

The C3 range starts at around £11,000 but 
the list price of the Airdream+ is just over 
£15,000. 

Those who want a more designer feel 
should look at Citroen’s DS3 instead, which 
is also better to drive, while motorists requir¬ 
ing more space should consider a C3 
Picasso people carrier instead. 

Each is available for the same sort of 
money - but neither will be as cheap to run

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Economy and power drive 
Renault’s new diesel pack 



The Scenic will be one of the first models to receive the new Energy diesel engine 


FOLLOWING its debut at the Paris 
Motor Show last autumn, Renault is 
opening orders for its 1.6-litre 130hp 
“Energy” diesel engine. 

Initially available on Dynamique TomTom 
versions of Scenic and Grand Scenic, prices 
start at £20,900 on-the-road. 

In the five- and seven-seat versions of the 
Scenic family, the Energy dCi 130 offers the 
lowest emissions and best fuel economy 
and performance of any MPV powered by a 
similar-sized engine in the UK. 

Compared to the former 1.9-litre diesel 
with the same power, the newcomer boasts 
C02 emissions slashed by more than a fifth, 
from 149 to 115g/ km. 

Its BIK rating drops to 13 per cent, from 21 
per cent, while the savings add up with no 
VED (down to Band C from F, saving £125) in 


the first year, and £95 in subsequent years. 
Its combined fuel economy is an impressive 
64.2mpg, an increase of a quarter. 

The latest powerplant builds on the 
success of the company’s turbocharged 
TCe (Turbo Control Efficiency) petrol engine 
line-up. In recent years this has witnessed 
the 1.2 TCe 100 replacing the 1.4 16V 98, 
and the arrival of the 1.4 TCe 130. 

Technology 

The Energy range will expand further in the 
next 18 months, with three-cylinder modular 
petrol engines, alluded to by the HOhp 
900cc engine shown in the R-Space 
Concept in Switzerland a few weeks ago. 

Figures for the Energy dCi 130 make 
impressive reading. Powering Scenic, it dis¬ 
patches zero to 62mph in 10.3 seconds and 
a top speed of 121 mph. Its torque of 320Nm 


from 1,750rpm, an increase of 20Nm on the 
former 1.9-litre diesel, will appeal, with peak 
power of 130hp at 4,000 rpm. 

Packed with advanced technology, the 1.6 
dCi 130 features significant C02 emissions 
and fuel consumption savings, among them 
the use of EGR and Stop&Start technology. 

The dCi 130 engine complies with Euro5 
emissions legislation and is Euro6 ready. 

It is covered by 15 Renault patents and is 
poised to become the core-range power- 
plant for C-segment models, notably the 
Megane family. It will also feature in 
Renault’s D-segment and van line-ups. 

The new Energy dCi 130 is available to 
order now on Scenic and Grand Scenic 
Dynamique TomTom versions, priced 
£20,900 and £22,200. First deliveries are 
expected in July 2011.

A Tchoyi-ful end 
to great season 


THEY might not have rivalled 
the tension of ‘Survival 
Sunday’, but an unlikely hero 
ensured Albion ended a fabu¬ 
lous season on another high 
note at St James Park. 

While events on Tyneside were 
never destined to match the emo¬ 
tions of do-or-die fixtures else¬ 
where, a fine Somen Tchoyi 
hat-trick ensured the Baggies’ 
memorable campaign had a fit¬ 
tingly rousing finale. 

Having steered themselves to 
safety under the assured guidance 
of Roy Hodgson, Albion borrowed 
pages from the playbooks of his two 
immediate predecessors to com¬ 
plete their fixtures, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

The calamitous defending that 
handed Newcastle a 3-0 lead was 
like a flashback to the days of Tony 
Mowbray and the final, demor¬ 
alised weeks of Roberto Di Matteo. 

But the character and spirit that 
underpinned both men’s regimes 
has been retained by Hodgson and 
it propelled his side to a stunning 
fightback. 

The result was a swashbuckling 



draw that, for the near-3,000 travelling 
fans, could be dubbed ‘Satisfying Sunday’ 
in the lingo of Sky Sports’ marketing men. 

Unsurprisingly, the Baggies failed to 
deal with a set-piece to go 1-0 down on 16 
minutes, Taylor turning home a loose ball. 

Then Scott Carson got his hands to 
Peter Lovenkrands’ powerful shot but 
could only palm the ball into the air and 
catch it after it had dropped over the line. 

Enrique’s misdirected cross to the near 
post looked a simple one for Olsson but he 
diverted it past a helpless Carson. 

But Tchoyi’s opening goal on 62 minutes 
sparked the revival as he raced through a 
square Magpies defence to collect Steven 
Reid’s pass and keep his cool to finish. 
And, when he lashed home his second 
with 18 minutes to go after Olsson flicked 
on Reid’s cross, travelling spectators 
began to sniff the chance of a comeback. 

Substitute Ishmael Miller then chased 
a lost cause and produced a deft backheel 
to set up Olsson, whose cross asked to be 
buried - and Tchoyi duly obliged.

IN THE end it came down to 
Stephen Hunt’s sublime chip. 

That one strike of the Irish winger’s 
trusty left foot was worth £40m. 

Ultimately it forced Birmingham City to 
throw caution to the winds at White Hart 
Lane, leading to a late Roman Pavlyuchenko 
winner for Tottenham which gave Wolves a 
point’s breathing space. 

But ultimately it didn’t matter. They did it. 
Again. And, for now, Wolves can drink in the 
relief at securing a third successive season in 
the Premier League, writes Tim Nash. 

Thankfully, fans can look forward to Old 
Trafford, Stamford Bridge and the Emirates 
Stadium, rather than trips to Doncaster and 
Barnsley. 

Surely there cannot ever be a more dra¬ 
matic end to the season than this? Whether it 
will get any better next time is anyone’s 
guess. Wolves know survival will again be the 
aim. 

But the hope is that with a third season of 
top-flight football and the experience the 
players have gained, as well as the two or 



three quality signings planned for this 
summer, the final day of the campaign will be 
a little less tense. 

But that’s for another day. If anyone was 
ever in any doubt as to how much it meant to 
Wolves, they only needed to look at the pitch 
at the end as the green grass was turned into 
a throbbing mass of gold and black. 

What an emotional rollercoaster for Wolves 
and their fans - and that was just Sunday — 
this season they have dragged their fans 
through hope and despair in almost equal 
measures. 

Thankfully it all came good in the end and 
those players and staff who have given so 
much got their reward. From looking doomed 
when they trailed 3-0 at half-time — they were 
‘down’ on goal difference. 

But goals from Jamie O’Hara 17 minutes 
from time, then Hunt with three minutes left, 


made sure it all ended happily for Mick 
McCarthy’s men. But it could have been so dif¬ 
ferent. First-half goals from Jason Roberts 
(22), Martin Olsson (38) and Junior Hoillet 
(45) had seemingly dragged the very Premier 
League life out of Wolves, who performed 
pretty dreadfully in the first half. 

And it was old boy Roberts who punished 
them first, diverting Michel Salgado’s angled 
drive away from Wayne Hennessey after the 
dangerous Hoillet beat George Elokobi on the 
right and pulled the ball back into the path of 
the right-back. 

Volley 

Rovers increased their lead in the 38th 
minute with a superb goal from Olsson, who 
met the ball full on the volley from the edge of 
the area to give Hennessey no chance after 
Robinson’s long kick was headed away by 
Craddock. Worse was to follow after Black¬ 
pool equalised at Manchester United. 

Wolves were falling apart and dangerman 
Hoillet in particular was having a field day. 
He teased and tormented the defence before 
rolling the ball inches wide, with Hennessey 


getting a glove to it to concede a corner. From 
the resulting flag-kick, Steven Fletcher 
nodded Samba’s header off the line. 

But Wolves continued to look shaky at the 
back and they conceded a third goal in the 
first minute of time added on when Hoillet 
latched onto a flick-on from Roberts and beat 
Craddock and Elokobi before lashing past 
Hennessey. 

Wolves started the second half brightly, cre¬ 
ating two good chances in the opening 
minutes. Hunt should have done better when 
he planted a free header wide from Jarvis’ 
cross after the wingers swapped flanks. 

Then Ebanks-Blake sent a powerful rising 
drive over. But there were suddenly cheers 
around Molineux as news filtered through 
that Tottenham had taken the lead against 
Birmingham. 

That meant that Wolves would be safe on 
goals scored and Blues would go down. Wolves 
needed to concentrate on matters on the 
pitch, though, as Blackburn went close to a 
fourth goal in the 56th minute. 

Only the fingertips of Hennessey prevented 
Roberts’ goalbound effort going in after Kevin 


Foley missed Brett Emerton’s low cross to 
leave the former Albion striker one-on-one. 

O’Hara kick-started Wolves’ revival 
however, lashing home first time from 15 
yards after peeling away from a crowd of 
players to meet Hunt’s smart pass. 

A minute later Robinson showed superb 
reactions to tip over Steven Fletcher’s glanc¬ 
ing header. And Wolves slipped back into the 
bottom three on goal difference after Blues 
equalised at Tottenham and Wigan took the 
lead at Stoke. 

The drama was almost unbearable and 
with the crowd chanting ‘we only need one 
more’, Wolves duly delivered as Hunt curled 
home a spectacular effort after Fletcher 
flicked on. 

Hunt was swallowed up by a swarm of gold 
shirts as Molineux erupted in scenes of wild 
jubilation. And as we approached the fourth 
minute of time added on, there were more 
roars when Spurs went 2-1 ahead against 
Blues to leave Wolves safe.
